The Alberta government is right to sell 
for a useful purpose the huge mansion 
known as Government House. On the other 
hand, J. Harper Prowse is equally right 
when he presses the ces mag Hh be 
vide an official lence for the lieu- 
tenant-governor. s 

Government House should be sold a 
hospital purposes, which is presumably 
why the federal department of veterans 
affairs wishes to buy it, because it is un- 
necessarily large and pretentious for its 
orginal purpose. 

There is no need to house the repre- 
gentative of the King an imitation 
palace, the maintenance cost of which is 
exorbitant. 

But the representative of the King 
should not be reduced to all the harrowing 
details of house-hunting. 

It is not compatible with the dignity of 
the Crown that the man who performs the 
functions of the Crown in Alberta should 
be homeless. ¢ 

In England, an official residence at 10 
Downing street and a country residence at 
Chequers is provided for the prime 
minister. 


Even the leader of the opposition in 
Ottawa is being provided, very properly, 
with a house. And & move is on foot, of 
course, to provide official accommodations 
for the Canadian prime minister. 

This does not compare palatably with 
the treatment accorded in Alberta to the 
person who is the head of the govern- 
ment and the province's first citizen, 

Some of the egrlier reaction, in Alberta 
and Ontario for instance, against these 
vice-regal residences was due to the fact 
that these huge and ornate structures 
were too much in contrast with the 
popular distress in times of depression. 

Such extravagance afforded legitimate 
criticism then nnd it would be in equally 
bad taste now, even though the finances 
of Alberta are in excellent shape. 

But there is nothing to prevent the 
construction of a comparatively modest 
home, large enough to accommodate the 
social functions of the lieutenant-gover- 
nor and yet not large enough to 
ostentatious, on some suitable site in 
Edmonton. 

Such a step should be taken if the 
prestige of Royalty is to be preserved, as 
it should be, in this kingdom of Canada. 


Is It A Menace to Public Health? 


The Edmonton Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil does well to raise the question of the 
Charles Camsell hospital's waste disposal 
system as a menace to public health. 

The Council has pointed out that Cam- 
sell is the only hospital in Edmonton that 
does not burn its own waste products. 

In the case of the Camsell, the refuse, 
much of it from use on tubercular patients, 
is carried on open trucks to the city dump 
on the South Side. 

Now there is a prevalent notion that 
the bacilli of tuberculosis are fragile or- 
ganisms which do not long survive an 
exposure to temperatures below that of 
the normal body. ' 

And that may well be so. The degree of 
infection risk is something to be deter- 
mined by experts. 


Soviet Isolation and 


There is a rather silly story from Wash- 
ington about a party being given to news- 
papermen at the Russian embassy where 
the newsmen improved the shining hour 
by needling the Russians about keeping 
foreigners out of their country. 

This story then went on to imply that 
this Communist isolation was at the bot- 
tom of all the trouble, that if Russia re- 
ceived tourists and visitors freely, every- 
thing in the international situation would 
goon be all merry and bright. 

This report is worthy of comment be- 
cause it is typical of the current notion 
that the Iron Curtain is sort of a magic 
portal behind which the Russians are 
cooking up dreadful tortures to inflict upon 
the world. 

Now undoubtedly the isolation typified 
by the Iron Curtain is a bad thing. It is un- 
wholesome and dangerous when nations or 
groups of nations decide to live alone. 

But to regard Russian isolation as the 
keystone of the Communist threat is a 
stupid business because it prevents people 
from thinking more profoundly about it 
and investigating the true nature and 
causes of the Communist threat. 

It is a case where the superficial is 
made to hide the real. 

One must recall that there was no such 
isolationism in Hitler’s Germany when 


But it does not require an expert to 
know that some infection risk does exist 
whatever germs are involved. 

It is a matter of common sense that 
the men who handle’ the waste on garbage 
trucks and the adults and children who 
cannot be kept from rummaging through 
dumps are in definite jeopardy when they 
come in contact with material that has 
been infected with any disease. 

If that is not so, the whole science of 
asepsis is a joke, which it very positively 
is not. 

The Trades and Labor Council is justi- 
fied in its complaint and the Edmonton 
health department should act upon it 
promptly, using whatever measures are 
necessary to force the federal government 
institution to instal equipment for incin- 
erating its own refuse, 


War Threat 


the Nazis were plotting much more realis- 
tically and positively against the peace of 
the world than the Russians are known 
to be doing. 

On the contrary, the Nazis did every- 
thing in their power in induce travel in 
Germany. 

The German consul-general in Canada 
even made a trip across the country in 
1935 to invite a group of hand-picked 
journalists to visit the Fatherland at 
Hitler's expense. 

In short, they simply bent over back- 
ward, in those days, to make friends and 
influence people. 

And yet war, even then, was the Ger- 
man policy. Hitler had spelled it out 
plainly in his neurotic book. 

It is stupid and dangerous to blame 
too much on the Iron Curtain. 

The Russians are not at home to 
visitors for the simple reason that they 
don’t think their parlor is impressive 
enough to entertain visitors, Moreover, a 
troop of American tourists with all their 
travelling equipment would be a poor 
object lesson to ensure the contentment of 
Russian patriots worrying along with a 
highly inferior standard of living. 

The Iron Curtain is not more than a 
symbol of the Red Russian inferiority

German Use of 


Gliders Recalled 


Tt costs money to fly a small 
plane, It costs considerably more 
to fly a high speed “fighter.’ A 
jet fighter soaks up the fuel und 
the dollars. Yet you can fly a 
glider all day at no cost what- 
ever, 

The Canadian Government, 
like governments of other 
nations, is spending millions on 
the training of pilots, In the face 
of existing world conditions ‘there 
is little choice but to continue 
such defence operations. Yet 
even with those millions, the 
number of trainees is small. 
Canada has many experienced 
‘pilots from the last war. Yet 
Canada also has a growing gener- 
ation and of these, but a few are 
learning to fly and even that 
costs money. 

Germany's early preponderance 
in the air was made possible by 
the use of gliders, Even in those 
days, a glider was very different 
from a first-line fighter. 

Yet, in those days fighters 
and gliders used the same air, the 
same weather and the same navi- 
gation and flying techniques, In 
fact, as one pilot pointed out, one 
had to fly a glider, There was no 
motor to pull it up and keep it 
up. Gliders were at the mercy of 
every wind and weather change. 
The glider pilot not only had to 
learn every trick of handling the 
ship, but he also had to know 
every quirk of weather and atmo- 
spheric condition, 


Glider 
Pilots 


For this reason, the thousands 
of German glider pilots were 
ready to step into the high 
powered ships and handle them 
with a minimum of extra train- 
ing. Glider-flying was a good 
healthy sport. It was the kind of 
sport that ary boy or girl could 
follow with virtually no cost. It 
was an end in itself. But it also 
was a form of insurance. It 
meant that in an emergency there 
would always be plenty of trained 
pilots who could switch from 
sport to defence. 

Even today there is complaint 
in Germany that the prohibition 
against glider flying in the West- 
ern zone is a mistake for it gives 
the Russian zone a tremendous 
tactical advantage.

Whether this is German pro- 
paganda or an honest fear of 
Russia, it does not alter the fact 
that glider training is still recog- 
nized as a vital part of prepared. 
ness, 

Here in Canada, little has ever 
been done to stimulate this activ- 
ity, One could buy a whole fleet 
of gliders for the cost of a single 
‘jet’. Yet we concezitrate all our 
defence spending upon a few 
planes which will likely be out- 
dated before they are needed 
and we forget the gliders, 

Glider flying could become 
popular, In fact here in Edmon- 
ton one group is building an up- 
to-date metal-framed glider at 
their own expense and in their 
own time with the one dope that 
when it is finished, they will be 
able to practice glider flying. It 
might surprise you to know that 
‘amongst this group are men who 
are experienced fliers, 


Many 
Points 

A few hundred dollars would 
put a whole group into the air. 
A few thousand dollars would 
enable glider clubs to secure 
good gliders for use at many 
points across Canada. It is no 
exaggeration to suggest that the 
cost of one airforce transport 
would provide enough gliders 
and instructors to train thous- 
ands of young Canadians in the 
fine art of glider-flying. 

If we never have a war, it 
would be money well spent be- 
cause it would provide an excel- 
lent recreation for teen-aged 
boys and girls. It would provide 
an inexpensive sport which could 
easily progress to the flying 
clubs for those who wished to 
spend money on motorized fly- 
ing. It would be like the trans- 
ition from bicycles to cars, 

The federal government might 
well consider the advisability of 
providing cash assistance to 
groups interested in forming 
glider clubs. It could well con- 
sider the advisability of supply- 
ing modern gliders to clubs. 
Super speed and power certainly 
have their place in modern fly- 
ing, but the practical experience 
of Germany should not be for- 
gotten,

SAIGON, Indo-China, March 9.— 
(BUP)—Members of a French mili- 
tary expedition said today that the 
body of a man identified as an 
American wartime pilot executed 
by Communist-led Viet Minh rebel 
forces after being held prisoner 
three years would be shipped to 
Manila, 

It was hoped the body could be 
identified there. 

The expedition, which discovered 
the pilot's body, identified him only 
as a “large man,” The body wes 
found with a bullet wound between 
the eyes in a common grave occu- 
pied by three decapitated French 
soldiers, 

Members of the French expedi- 
tion quoted a man claiming to be 
a former Viet Minh prison guard 
that the pilot was captured after 
he was shot down by Japanese 
forces during a bombing raid in 
1945. He had bailed out of his large 
bomber, the witness was quoted, 
and was taken prisoner by the 
rebel forces, 

After three years of imprison- 
ment, the French sources quoted 
the Indo-Chinese native, the pilot 
was killed after an unsuccessful 
escape attempt in 1948.
